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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9 and 18-19, drawn to manufacturing method of solid state 
sensing device, classified in class 29, subclass 593. 

II. Claims 10-15 , drawn to another manufacturing method of solid state 
sensing device, classified in class 29, subclass 846. 

III. Claims 16-1 7, drawn to another manufacturing method of solid state 
sensing device, classified in class 29, subclass 834. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as the 
position adjustment pin and the through hole are provided outside a junction face 
between the frame and the wiring substrate mother board, etc. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination I as claimed does not require the 
particulars step of cutting . . ., and mounting . . as recited in the claim 16-17, etc.,. 
The subcombination I has separate utility such as providing the position adjustment pin 
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and the through hole outside a junction face between the frame and the wiring substrate 
mother board. 

Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
such as mounting a lens holder housing optical lens to said frame in each of said 
individual module regions obtained as a result of the cutting step, etc.,. See MPEP § 
806.05(d). 

Additionally, Inventions l-lll are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01 ). In the instant case, the inventions above each has its own modes of 
operation, and/or functions, etc. 

2. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and the 
search required for Group I is not required for either Group II or III, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter , restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
